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Reagan nominates Catholic to high court 


WASHINGTON (NC) — In nominating Judge 
Antonin Scalia to the U.S. Supreme Court June 17, 
President Reagan appointed a Catholic who opposes 
abortion and supports tuition tax credits. 


Scalia’s position on those two issues — along with 
Reagan’s nomination of Justice William Rehnquist as 
chief justice — prompted some Catholic leaders to foresee 
a shift on the court that could boost their agenda. 


SCALIA, WHO would be the seventh Catholic to 
serve as a Supreme Court justice, would replace 
Rehnquist, nominated by Reagan as chief justice upon 
the retirement in July of Chief Justice Warren Burger. 


If confirmed by the Senate, Scalia also would be the 
first American of Italian descent to sit on the Supreme 
Court and, at 50, would be its youngest current member. 


There is one other Catholic on the current court: 
Justice William J. Brennan Jr., 80, who was appointed in 
1956. 


A JUDGE since 1982 of the U.S. Circuit Court of 
Appeals for the District of Columbia, Scalia is known for 
his emphasis on the separation of powers in government. 
He also is known as a conservative activist and opponent 
of abortion, although as a judge he has not ruled on any 
abortion cases. 


A 1984 article on him in the magazine Policy Review 
described him as personally opposed to abortion and said 
his first involvement in politics was in a fight for tax 
credits for tuition paid by parents of children in non- 
public schools. 


While he was a law professorwat the University of 
Chicago he testified before congressional subcommittees 
in 1978 and 1981 in favor of tuition tax credits. 


IN 1978 at Senate subcommittee hearings he said the 
Senate should consider its own role in the development of 
constitutional law, and not follow any dictate of the 
Supreme Court on the tax credit issue. - 


He made similar comments in his 1981 testimony 
before a House subcommittee, saying Supreme Court 
decisions on issues of public aid to religiously run schools 
or their students form a ‘‘conflicting, bewildering, 
positively embarrassing line’’ that was best ignored by the 
legislators. 


He also told the House subcommittee that federal 
tuition tax credit legislation could help “‘soften the con- 
straint upon freedom of religion’’ that arises when states 
condition educational subsidies on a student’s attendance 
at public schools. 


Task force votes

SAN DIEGO'— A city schools task force voted June 19 
to recommend that the San Diego Board of Education 
move ahead to the next phase in its study of a proposed 
school-based health clinic. 


The task force, however, decided not to make public 
the results of a vote taken on what services such a clinic 
might offer, including dispensing of contraceptives. 


TASK FORCE member Father Douglas Regin, 
executive director of Catholic Community Services, 
proposed that family-planning services not be offered at 
the clinics, but he failed to get a second to his motion. 


The task force’s recommendations now go to the Board 
of Education. The board is expected to begin discussing 
the issue at its July 1 meeting. 


Father Regin was the only task force member at the 
meeting who abstained from the vote and did not endorse 
the group’s report to the board. 


BEFORE THE vote was taken, Father Regin 
presented information on ten possible options he had 
developed that might allow the group to avoid taking a 
straight yes/no vote on the clinic proposal. He said he felt 
there was a need for the group to get more data on the 
necessity of such clinics instead of rushing to make “‘a 
decision by July 1. I don’t see what the tremendous 
urgency is.”’ 

He suggested that the task force wait ‘‘until we get a 
clearer sense of parental involvement’’ and evaluate the

Rehnquist, meanwhile, also has been an opponent of 
abortion and a supporter of tax relief for non-public 
school tuition in his 14 years on the high court. Rehnquist 
was a 47-year-old assistant attorney general when 
President Richard M. Nixon nominated him to the court 
in 1971. 


He was sworn in Jan. 7, 1972. Only a year later in the 
high court’s landmark 7-2 decision legalizing abortion, it 
was: Rehnquist who joined Justice Byron White in the 
dissent.

San Diego Unified School District officials have said 
the proposed school-based clinics would offer a wide range 
of student health services, including physical 
examinations, suicide counseling and family planning 
services, which may include the dispensing of 
contraceptives and abortion referrals. 


IT IS the family planning services to be offered at these 
clinics that have led Bishop Leo T. Maher and others, 
including pro-life groups in San Diego County, to oppose 
the establishment of the clinics. 


At the meeting, the task force discussed the possibility 
of requiring parental permission for certain services to be 
offered at the clinics, including family planning. 
However, legal rulings on minors’ rights indicate that 
such a requirement may be illegal. 


While the Board of Education reviews the task force’s 
recommendations in preparation for its July 1 meeting, 
pro-life groups throughout the county are gearing up to 
speak against the clinics at this meeting. 

JOAN PATTON, head of the newly formed Coalition 
for Family Values, has sent a request to San Diego City 
Schools seeking documents relating to the clinic proposal. 
Patton said her group wants to review these documents to 


see if ‘‘there exists any collusion between Superintendent 
Thomas Payzant and school board members and any 
national, state or local advocates of school-based clinics.”’ 


Patton said that in other cities where these clinics have 
been implemented, ‘‘opposition of the community to 
these clinics didn’t seem to matter.’’ She said that it is 
important to ‘“‘educate and get more input’’ from the local 
community before the Board of Education votes on the 
clinic proposal. 


Father Roger Lechner, pastor of St. Stephen parish in 
Valley Center, held a town forum on the clinic issue in St. 
Rita parish hall, San Diego, June 25. He hoped to get 
three to five people from each parish in the diocese to 
attend the forum. From this gathering, several people 
would be chosen to speak at the July 1 Board of Education 
meeting. (Southern Cross went to press before the meeting 
occurred.) 


THE ST. STEPHEN pastor praised the laity in the 
Escondido Deanery for their commitment in sticking with 
the clinic issue, noting that it was the lay people in this 
North County deanery who suggested the school boycott 
called for last month by Bishop Maher. 


Father Lechner said St. Rita’s was chosen as the site for 
the forum because it is in a minority area. ‘‘Planned 
Parenthood has targeted Southeast San Diego for the first 
clinic,’’ he said. 


Catholics ‘‘have an obligation to not let the Board (of 
Education) rubber stamp the clinic idea,’’ Father Lechner 
said.

NICARAGUAN CONSTITUTION — 
Nicaragua’s bishops have criticized some parts 
of a proposed Nicaraguan constitution, 
including language which says people have a 
right to ‘‘build a family’ through ‘‘marriage 
or through cohabitation.’”’ In a ‘‘pastoral 
contribution to the constitution,’’ the bishops 
also criticized language concerning freedom of 
conscience and education.

The 
government has sought feedback through a 
series of town meetings. The bishops’ state- 
ment was released in Managua June 9 by 
Auxiliary Bishop Bosco Vivas Robelo of 
Managua, secretary of the Nicaraguan 
bishops’ conference.

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PAPERS MUST REPORT DISSENT — 
Catholic newspapers must report on dissent in 
the church, but should always do so within 
“‘the context of what official Catholic teaching 
truly is,’’ said the head of the Pontifical Com- 
mission for Social Communications. ‘‘Dissent 
must be reported by diocesan newspapers,”’ 
said Archbishop John P. Foley, former editor 
of the Philadelphia archdiocesan newspaper, 
The Catholic Standard and Times. ‘‘Not to do 
so would be a failure to recognize reality and 
could possibly undermine the credibility of the 
newspaper.’’ But at the same time, Arch- 
bishop Foley said, ‘‘Catholic newspapers 
should defend the teaching of the church and 
should place reports in the context of what 
official Catholic teaching truly is.’’ Catholic 
newspapers have not yet ‘‘satisfactorily 
resolved’’ this tension, he added. 


‘SPREAD LOVE’ — Young people must 
spread love and joy in a world which is in 
much need of holiness, Mother Teresa of 
Calcutta told a gathering of about 700 youths 
in Estes Park, Colo., June 15. ‘‘Realize God’s 
great love for you. And once you realize it, 
share it,’’ she urged, adding that such love 
begins with. the family. Mother Teresa, 
founder of the Missionaries of Charity and 
winner of the 1979 Nobel Peace Prize for her 
work among the poor, addressed the youths at 
a retreat weekend called Awakening, 
sponsored by the Archdiocese of Denver and 
its Renew program for parishes. In a world 
where there are so many unwanted, unloved 
people, you have your family. Make sure you 
pray and love at home,”’ she said. 


CARDINAL VISITS BEIRUT — Cardinal 
John O’Connor of New York visited Beirut in 
his role as president of the Catholic Near East 
Welfare Association amid reports that he was 
also there to promote efforts to free Americans 
taken hostage in Lebanon. Cardinal 
O’Connor met with President Amin Gemayel 
June 14 and later told reporters that he had 
offered to do whatever he could to help free the 
U.S. hostages, including visiting Syria or 
Moslem-controlled west Beirut. ‘‘I told the 
president that I hope that soon there will be 
some breakthrough in the question of our 
American hostages. I have spoken with their 
families. Their families wanted me to convey 
their love and prayers.’’ he said.

CONTEMPT RULING OVERDUE — 
Abortion Rights Mobilization June 13 asked a 
federal appeals court in New York to confirm 
that the U.S. Catholic bishops are in contempt 
of court and should pay massive daily fines for 
defying subpoenas for pro-life documents. In 
its written brief the abortion rights group said 
the bishops’ two national agencies were ‘‘in 
open and notorious defiance of two subpoenas 
and four court orders’’ and said the contempt 
ruling by a U.S. district court ‘‘was long 
overdue.’’ It asked for a denial of the appeal, 
in which attorneys for the bishops contended 
that the subpoenas should not be enforced 
because the whole case should be dismissed. 


SHROUD OF TURIN — The images of a 


man on the Shroud of Turin may have been 


- caused by heat from a crucified body reacting 


with limestone particles absorbed by the cloth 
from a Jerusalem tomb, according to a new 
theory by two scientists writing in Biblical 
Archaeology Review. The scientists, 
archaeologist Eugenia Nitowski and crystallo- 
grapher Joseph Kohlbeck, said their theory is 
based on recent tests of fibers of the-shroud 
itself as well as research on first-century tombs 
in Jerusalem and on the physiology of 
crucifixion. The image on the 14-foot-long 
linen shroud is believed by many Christians to 
be the image of Jesus Christ. 


PUSH FOR RELEASE — USS. officials 
should ‘‘use all means available’’ to push for 
the release of people detained under South 
Africa’s state of emergency decree, said the 
president of the U.S. bishops’ conference. The 
United States also should pressure the South 
African government to ‘‘deal peacefully and 
constructively with people of all races and 
groups who want nothing more than a society 
which provides freedom and justice for all its 
members,”’ said the official, Bishop James W. 
Malone of Youngstown, Ohio, in a statement 
released June 17 in Washington. He said the 
U.S. bishops protested ‘‘the treatment given 
to many hundreds of persons apparently 
innocent of any crime.’’ 


FATHER CURRAN BACKED — Saying 
the good of the church is at stake, Catholic 
theologians June 13 urged the Vatican not to 
remove moral theologian Father Charles E. 
Curran from his Catholic teaching post. 
Members of the Catholic Theological Society 
of America voted 171-14 for the resolution at 
their annual convention in Chicago. In a 
separate development on the Curran case, the 
directors of the international theological 
review Concilium also released a statement in 
mid-June backing Father Curran and 
criticizing the Vatican for its proceedings 
against him. ' 


FAILURES DISAPPOINT — President 
Reagan expressed disappointment June 13 at 
failed attempts to free five American hostages 
in Lebanon. Reagan told editors and reporters 
from outside Washington that ‘‘we have gone 
down channel after channel — and many of 
them have brought us to the point where we 
believed that within a few days we were going 
to be successful’’ in getting the other hostages 


released. ‘‘And then we would find a dead- 
end, that it didn’t work out,’’ he added at a 
White House meeting. ‘‘To be honest with 
you, we’re right now in one of those moments 
in which we have the great disappointment. 
But the channel that we have been following 
and that we thought was going to be successful 
failed,’’ he said. 


JUSTLIFE COMMITTEE FORMED — A 
coalition of Christians taking pro-life views on 
both abortion and the arms race has formed 
JustLife, a new political action committee 
whose advisers include Bishop Leroy T.

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* Commission holds black liturgy workshop ~

ALCALA PARK — ‘“‘Don’t let the 
white Catholic superstructure dilute our 
black agenda or water down our cultural 
heritage,’’ Father Giles Conwill said in 
welcoming about 100 participants to a 
workshop session in Afro-American 
Liturgy and Worship at the University of 
San Diego June 14. 


The three-day workshop was sponsored 
by the Diocesan Commission for Black 
Catholics in conjunction with the 
National Office of Black Catholics, 
Washington, D.C. 


‘“‘WE REFUSE to accept a white 
interpretation of Christianity that denies 
our humanity and ignores our encounter 
with Christ as liberator,’’ he said. 


‘“‘We are here to deny white liberal 
Christians’ understanding of integration 
as assimilation’’ into whiteness. ‘‘We are 
serious about the ‘‘Afro-Americanization 
of Roman Catholicism in Southern 
California, and we want it yesterday,’’ 
said Father Conwill, lecturer and cultural 
anthropologist. 


He praised the participants’ desire to 
be ‘“‘prophets for our people’? and 
desirous of ‘‘gaining our rightful place at 
the table of the Lord.”’ 


FATHER CONWILL expressed 
frustration and powerlessness in the 
predominantly white Catholic Church 
operating on diocesan and national levels. 


He noted the absence of diocesan clergy 
and other personnel at the workshop, who 
he said need education in_ black 
catechesis. 


He criticized the Church for its 
“‘procrastination in adopting affirmative 
action programs’’ and its slowness to 
appoint black bishops and other black 
leaders to positions of authority. 


FATHER CONWILL cautioned 
against equating religion with 
emotionalism. ‘‘We must learn the will of 
God who turns tthrills into 
.beauty into duty, feeling into 
faith. . .knowledge into understanding 
and decision into action. Spirituality 
thrives when one understands what is so 
deeply felt.”’ 


He also emphasized that ‘‘worship is 
not an end in itself, but a means to an 
end. It’s not how high you jump when 
you got happy, but how straight you walk 
when you hit the ground.”’ 


Greer Gordon, director of religious 
education for the Archdiocese of 
Washington, D.C., gave some 
perspectives on the U.S. black bishops’

pastoral on evangelization in the black 
Catholic community. 


THE PASTORAL was written in 1984 
to address the needs of the large number 
of black Catholics leaving the Church, she 
said. 


‘Some feel they are not being 
nourished’’ in the Catholic Church. 
Others feel unwelcome, she said, citing 
the consolidation of a black Catholic 
church in Virginia with a white one. The 
former was demolished, and the blacks 
were treated in an unfriendly manner in 
the white church. 


‘*The Lord calls us through baptism to 
the primary mission of the Church,” 
Gordon said. She distinguished between 
being evangelized and catechized. 
‘‘Evangelization means people are struck 
by the Word of the Lord, a two-edged 
sword that cuts through the fiber of their 
being, separating bone from marrow.”’ 


SHE OUTLINED the components of 
evangelization: witness and response. 
‘‘We witness with our lives. Response to 
that witness is incumbent upon the 
individual who experiences us as agents of 
the Lord.”’ 


Young adults between the ages of 18 
and 35 have the greatest need for 
evangelization, Gordon said, followed by 
adolescents and other unchurched people. 


She. stressed the importance of 
hospitality in evangelizing. ‘“When we go 
to church, we bring our need for 
relationships, she said.’’ 


GORDON CAUTIONED §against. 


‘‘confusing the attributes of the Father, 
Son and Holy Spirit. God is not only 
Creator, but also Savior and Vivifier who 
motivates us so we can’t possibly stand 
still.’ 


She also warned against speaking of 
Jesus in terms that negate his humanity 
and Divinity. The son of God should be 
portrayed as ‘‘compassionate, but 
constantly calling forth growth,’ she 
said. 


She discouraged seeking only comfort 


in the Good News. ‘‘Prophetic 
proclamation calls us to a change of 
heart,’’ which leads to. rejecting 


discrimination against South African 
blacks and protesting the eviction of 
mentally ill people from mental 
institutions in Washington, D.C., she 
said. 


SHE URGED her audience to exercise 
ownership in their church, which includes 
‘‘speaking up if they see children not 
being properly formed in their faith.’’

If 
everyone here became more sensitive to 
the task of evangelization, we could pack 
the churches in San Diego! ”’ 


THE U.S. black bishops’ pastoral 
letter on evangelization called on blacks to 
share their gifts with the people of God. 


One gift mentioned is their unique 
identification with Scripture. ‘“The Good 
News of the gospel has been enmeshed in 
our past of oppression and pain,’’ it 
states. ““The gospel message liberates us 
from hate and calls us to forgiveness and 


reconciliation’’ based on mutually 
perceived equality and respect, it 
continues. 


The pastoral describes characteristics of 
black spirituality: contemplative, holistic, 
joyful and communitarian.

HE BECAME the first full-time director of young 
adult ministries in the San Diego diocese last August, 
succeeding Benedictine Sister Betty Barber who served 
part-time in that capacity two years. 

He fosters young adults’ spiritual, educational and 
social development as well as their growth in serving the 
Church and community. His 12-member advisory com- 
mittee is working on a manual of service opportunities, he 
said. 

He serves as a resource person to parishes in 
establishing and assisting young adult ministries. 

THE DIRECTOR helps plan diocesan retreats and 
conferences. The first day-long conference is scheduled 


‘for next spring.

On refusing a baptism 


QUESTION: My friend’s daughter 
is living with her boyfriend; they just 
had a baby. It seems she is having 
difficulty getting the baby baptized in 
a Catholic church. 


Different pastors have refused 
because the parents will not go to see a 
priest. Both are in their 20s and life- 
time Catholics. Neither has been 
married before so that is no problem. 


They do not plan to marry but would 
like the baby to have the Catholic rites. 
What is your opinion? Does a priest 
have the right to refuse to baptize their 
child? (New Jersey) 


ANSWER: A parish priest has not only 
the right but a serious obligation in con- 
science not to baptize a child in circum- 
stances such as you describe. Apart from 
an emergency, to conduct a baptism 
ceremony for this child would be a 
violation not only of his or her own rights, 
but an outright invitation for the parents 
to violate their own consciences as well. 


First, the church’s regulations about 
this are clear and explicit in the 
introduction to the Rite of Baptism. No 
infant is to be baptized unless the priest is 
morally certain that the child will be 
educated and raised conscientiously in the 
Catholic faith, and until the parents 
themselves are instructed in, and ready to 
accept, their primary responsibility for 
that religious formation. 

If a child is to be baptized in the 
Catholic faith, he or she has a right not to 
be left hanging in the wind, but to have 
every possible support, encouragement 
and good example from at least one of the 
parents.

. Beyond that and yet more serious, 
parents who deliberately and persistently 
refuse to live up to their Catholic faith as 
faithfully as possible could not take their 
part in the baptism ceremony without 
being openly dishonest. 


SEVERAL TIMES in the baptism rite _ 


parents are asked whether they believe 
and accept the faith that is professed in 
the ceremony, and whether they will be a 
model of faithful adherence and growth in 
that faith for their child. To pose this 
question to the couple you describe would 
be inviting them to affirm something 
which, in their present frame of mind, is 
simply not true. 


Often when a couple who, with no good 
reason simply do not practice their faith, 
ask to have their child baptized, I ask 
them: ‘“‘Why do you want your child 
baptized a Catholic when from all 
appearances being a Catholic is not all 
that important for you?”’ 


A discussion begun along those lines 
often prompts them to begin confronting 
their own faith, asking themselves some 
hard questions about their own adult faith 
before they start involving their children. 


IN MY experience such parents under- 
stand, usually far better than some grand- 
parents or aunts and uncles, that to have a 
child baptized without some degree of 
Catholic commitment on the part of those 
parents simply does not make any sense. 


AT LAST, the English language air- 


mail edition of the Vatican’s 
L’Osservatore Romano (the Rome 
Observer) arrived in our office. 


L’Osservatore is more of a documentary 
service than a newspaper and printed the 
only English ‘text of the letter I had seen. 


We often reprint hard to get official 


- Church documents on a single or double, 


CRUX Special yellow sheet which you 
can fold up and stick in your pocket. That 
week I had the letter printed in our handy 
format and offered it, free, to our readers. 


The free-document offer, which is a 
staple feature of any newsletter, is a quick 
gauge of reader interest. If nobody asks 
for something, even if it’s free, you can be 
sure interest is low. 


‘AS IT turned out, the Pope’s Holy 
Thursday Letter to Priests was just not 
easily available in English’ anywhere 
except through us. So it generated a lot of 
interest from all over the country. We 
even heard from Canada and Ireland. We 
filled dozens of envelopes and sent them 
back to rectories in Alaska and Alabama 
— from Portland, Oregon, to Portland, 
Maine. Three dioceses wanted a copy for 
each of their priests. 


It’s a: good letter. In fact, any priest 
reading it would have to experience a 
closer feeling not only for his own bishop, 
but for his brother priests in every nation 
around the world. 


There is something very special about 
the priesthood.

priest-to-priest exists that is at once 
strength and dependence, fellowship and 
fraternity. It is the zeal that called a 
young St. Maximilian Kolbe to offer his 
life for a fellow prisoner in World War II 
and still sends a 76-year-old retired pastor 
rushing off to “‘sit in the box’’ at noon 
Mass in my home town. 


I believe this letter from the pope will 
improve and strengthen any priest or 
deacon or seminarian who reads it 
because the priesthood is under siege 
today. The pope handles this 
“‘questioning of the priest’s identity” 
which has been going on now for 20 years 
and offers his reflections from the vantage 
point of 65 years of living and just a few 
months shy of 40-years in the priesthood. 


SINCE THE letter received such little 
attention I’m making you this special 
offer. If you think your parish priest 
would like to know how much he is loved 
and appreciated or how to find the extra 
support to face the daily pressures and 
struggles of guiding his parish in these 
rough times, just send me a stamped, self- 
addressed envelope and I'll send you a 
copy of this letter from the Pope to give to 
him.

This 
balance is needed to moderate polarized 
opinions.

Alternatives to school-based health centers

A great deal. of interest and controversy was stirred 


sity to effectively achieve the goal of reducing the abortion 


rate and repeat pregnancy rate among adolescents. 


when Bishop Leo T. Maher issued his first letter against 
the establishment of a health center on school campuses. 
This issue was intensified in a subsequent letter calling for 
a day of prayer. While prayer is most important in the 
struggle for respect for life, letter writing and other 
actions are also very important. 


In 1985, the bishop’s of America revised and reissued 
their Pastoral Plan for Pro-Life activities and said the 
following: 


‘“‘PRECISELY BECAUSE all issues involving human 
life are interdependent, a society which destroys human 


’ life by abortion under the mantle of law, unavoidably 


undermines respect for life in all other contexts. Likewise, 
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protection in law and practice of unborn human life will 
benefit all life, not only the lives of the unborn.”’ 


The pastoral plan calls into action the resources of the 
Church in three major areas: 


1. Public information and education efforts. 


2. Pastoral efforts to pregnant women and persons who 
have had or have taken part in an abortion. 


3. Public policy efforts to insure effective legal protec- 
tion for the right to life of the unborn. 


By calling our attention to this current move on the part 
of family planners, Bishop Maher has issued a clear 
challenge to the community at large and the Catholic 
community in particular. The challenge is not simply to 
prevent the establishment of school-based health centers 
but to provide a comprehensive network of support to 
young women who are pregnant. Unless there is a caring 
community available to them in their time of need, then 
expediency will be victorious over morality. 


THE DIOCESE already has in place a number of 
services to assist pregnant women but more needs to be 
done to provide for the full range of care. 


Forthright education and ‘conscience formation 
programs on sexuality and moral behavior need to be 
utilized by parents, teachers and religious education 
specialists. Homilies need to relate to the real life issues 


people are facing today. Positive parenting programs for 


these new parents, who are often still being parented 
themselves, need to be offered. 

One of the key elements for a comprehensive program 
is the need for alternative housing for the pregnant 
women. This may be either a residential program or a 
foster home. There is a critical need for foster homes — 
places where the young women would be welcomed and 
supported during the course of their pregnancy. 


FINANCIAL SUPPORT of this endeavor is a neces- 


Counseling during pregnancy and afterwards is an 
important facet of caring for persons at this time. There is 
also an important development of post-abortion 
counseling that needs to be fostered and developed as a 
healing ministry of care. 


It is absolutely necessary for various pro-life groups to 
begin to join in a coordinated effort to serve those in need. 
Tensions over philosophy, turf, etc., must give way to 
commitment on behalf of the potential clients. Only with 
a demonstrated unified effort among ourselves can we 
begin to call forth similarly committed groups and 
individuals to join us in the respect/pro-life effort.

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San Bernardino diocese names 
Mercy Sister first woman chancellor

SAN BERNARDINO — Sister of Mercy Maura 
Feeley, vicar for women religious for the Diocese of San 
Bernardino, has been named chancellor of the diocese 
effective July 1, Bishop Phillip F. Straling announced 
June 12. 


Sister Feeley is the first non-cleric and the first woman 
to be named to the position in the San Bernardino 
diocese, which comprises Riverside and San Bernardino 
counties. She becomes the fifth woman in California to 
become chancellor of a diocese or archdiocese. 


AS CHANCELLOR, Sister Feeley will witness or 
notarize official church documents, assure that such 
official documents are filed in the diocesan archives and 
will provide consultation to the bishop’s advisory bodies. 


She will serve as part of the bishop’s administrative 
council, and attend meetings of the diocesan staff, the 
presbyteral council and the diocesan pastoral council. 


Sister Feeley will also work in conjunction with Dr. 
Bruce Harley, diocesan archivist, regarding the filing of 
official documents as defined by canon law. She will serve 
out her two remaining years as vicar for religious women, 
a position she has held for seven years. 

PRIOR TO the revised Code of Canon Law, issued by 
the Vatican in 1983, which clearly defined the separate 
duties of vicar general and chancellor, bishops tended to 


give the vicar general’s administrative duties to the 
chancellor, Bishop Straling said. 


‘‘We are enhancing the job of chancellor (as defined by 
canon law) by adding a consultative-advisory role,’’ said 
Bishop Straling. Sister Feeley will provide a voice for 
women — particularly religious women — at the top level 
of administration in the diocese, he added. 


“Tt is clear we have to involve various segments of the 
Catholic community in the decision-making and consul- 
tative process of the diocese,’’ said the bishop. 


SISTER FEELEY — who professed her final vows as 
a Sister of Mercy Aug. 18, 1959, in Sligo, Ireland — 
becomes the fifth nun in the state to be named chancellor. 
Other dioceses or archdioceses to have a nun chancellor 
include Los Angeles, San Francisco, Stockton and San 
Jose. 


‘“My thought is that (the job of chancellor) be pastoral 
in nature, and that I be able to make an impact as a 
religious woman in pastoral planning,’’ said Sister 
Feeley. ‘‘I hope that my experience in the field, 
communicating with people, will enable me to give good 
input to the bishop and his immediate staff. 


Sister Feeley has served on a number of diocesan 
advisory bodies, boards and commissions, including the 
vocations committee. She is currently serving on the 
diocesan Planning Task Force. As vicar for religious 
women she has served as a liaison between the bishop and 
the religious women of the diocese.

Laity’s vocation is to ‘transform society’ 


WASHINGTON (NC) The church needs to 
emphasize the laity’s primary call to ‘transform society,”’ 
Bishop Raymond Lucker of New Ulm, Minn., said in an 
address to fellow bishops on the vocation of the laity. 


His address came during the June 9-16 assembly of the 
U.S. bishops at Collegeville, Minn., on the theme of 
vocations. His text was released at the conclusion of the 
closed-door assembly. 


THE VOCATION of the laity first of all is ‘‘to change 
the society in which they live and work. After that they 
can be called to ecclesial ministries,’’ Bishop Lucker said. 


Bishop Lucker said bishops and church leaders have 
done a far better job of promoting ecclesial (church) 
ministries than ‘‘ministries affecting the transformation of 
society, which is essentially the ministry of the laity.”’ 


Bishop Lucker said the church has mistakenly reversed 
the order of the laity’s calling, tending to call people first 
to ministries within the church community. 


“WHERE WE have not done so well is in recognizing,

DAYTON, Ohio — Sister Terry Maher, daughter of 
Deacon Thomas M. Maher of San Diego and the late 
Marion T. Maher, will make final vows as a Sister of the 
Precious Blood June 29 at the Salem Heights 
Motherhouse chapel here.

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affirming, encouraging and supporting people in 
ministries affecting the transformation of society, which is 
essentially the ministry of the laity,’’ he said. 


‘Tt is especially in the family and society, in sexuality 
and economics, in marriage and in work that this 
transformation (of society) must take place,’’ Bishop 
Lucker added. 


Bishop Lucker said that ‘‘parishes will be strong when 
people feel and see the connection between faith and 
work, between Sunday morning liturgy and Monday 
morning work, between seeing God’s presence at the altar 
and at the clinic, the desk, the farm and the sink.”’ 


THE BISHOP noted that the shortage of priests and 
members of religious orders ‘‘has been an occasion’’ for 
the ‘‘veritable explosion’’ of church ministries but has not 
been the reason for the growth. 


The laity exercise ministry ‘‘by right as baptized and 
confirmed,’’ said Bishop Lucker. 


In his talk, Bishop Lucker set forth a series of 
propositions he said flow ‘‘from a theology of laity.’’ The 
propositions included: 


e THE CLERGY and hierarchy must listen to the 
laity ‘‘on their turf, in their living situations’? on 
questions of marriage, family and sexuality. 


¢ The church should avoid the ‘‘clericalization of lay 
ministries.’’ Catholics are ‘‘involved in the apostolate of 
the laity by right, not by our permission,”’ Bishop Lucker 
said. ‘“There is a real issue of power and control here.’’ 
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e There is a need for a ‘‘positive theology of 
sexuality.’’ Married people ‘‘worship God in their sexual 
lovemaking,’’ Bishop Lucker said. 


e LAY MINISTERS should be supported by 
scholarship funds similar to the burse funds which support 
seminarians. 


e Adequate salaries, health insurance and pension 
plans should be provided to lay ministers. 


e All meetings of bishops, including the world Synods 
of Bishops in Rome, should be open to the press.

e IT IS especially important for bishops to “‘support 
women in their ministries and in true Christian feminism. 
We need to pursue this more vigorously,’’ Bishop Lucker 
said. He noted that the bishops ‘‘are perceived as 
insensitive on this issue’’ and added that ‘‘we have to face 
the fact that some of us are insensitive.”’ 


e There is a need for ‘‘conversion of adult Catholics’’ 
since many Catholics are ‘‘well instructed but not 
evangelized.”’ 


e ‘‘Holiness is for all, and that means that holiness 
includes life in the world of work and in sexual 
relationships, in the family and in our recreational 
activities,’’ Bishop Lucker said.

William Vasquez thanks Serra Club members ‘‘for 
beginning the seed and helping inspire’’ him to become a 
deacon. 


Although Serrans planted the seed, Vasquez said it was 
“‘the prompting of the Holy Spirit’’ that made him apply 
to the diaconate program five years ago. 


THE SUPPORT he received from Serrans during his 
diaconate formation period was the ‘‘same as the support 
given to seminarians,’’ Vasquez told Serrans at a June 11 
Serra Club luncheon at the Padre Trail Inn in Old Town. 


A Serran ‘since 1978, Vasquez said he did not know 
about the diaconate program until he joined the club, a 
men’s group that supports and promotes vocations to the 
priesthood.

Club members’ encouragement led him to apply for the 
diaconate program in 1981.

FOUR YEARS and many classes later, he was 
ordained a deacon by Auxiliary Bishop Gilbert Chavez 
May 31 in Our Mother of, Confidence Church, 
University City. 

Vasquez said support from his wife, Stella, and two 
children also helped him stay with the diaconate program. 
At times, he had to attend classes several nights a week 
and do 15 to 20 hours of at-home study. 


“Tt was hard to stay with at times but the Lord allowed 
me to become’a deacon and the Lord allowed my wife to 
become Mrs. deacon,’’ said Vasquez, a nurse at Sherman 
Elementary School. 


A GRADUATE of Saint Augustine High School and 
the University of San Diego, Vasquez said his wife 
attended all his diaconate classes with him.

“He (Cardinal Obando Bravo) can 
change me to another parish, but he can’t 
change me to a parish outside the 


diocese,’’ said the priest. ‘‘For me, 
personally, it’s not a problem.”’

Franciscan Father Uriel Molina, who is 
assigned to Mary of the Angels Parish in 


Managua_and is director of the Valdivieso - 


center. 


IN DECEMBER, the Franciscan 
superior reportedly was asked by the 
Nicaraguan bishops to force Father 
Molina to leave the country. But a 
Franciscan spokesman said the order had 


no plans to remove him and Father 
Molina later said he was not aware of any 
pressure from the bishops for his 
expulsion or to curtail his activities. 


Father Molina, who has spent 22 of his 


25 years in the priesthood working with 


the poor of Managua’s El Riguero neigh- 
borhood, frequently has criticized the 
cardinal in his sermons. 


Criticism of the hierarchy, he said in 
one sermon, has its basis in the Bible and 
“Is decisive for the sustenance of 
Christianity.”’ 

ACCORDING TO the diocesan priest, 
Father Molina ‘‘really suffered a lot’’ 
under the regime of Anastasio Somoza, 
who was ousted by the Sandinistas. 
Before the revolution, the Franciscan-was 
also a respected member of the arch- 
diocesan clergy and an adviser to the 
Nicaraguan bishops’ conference, he said. 


Father Molina was actively 
sympathetic to the Sandinistas well before 
the revolution. 


“‘After the revolution (the hierarchy) 
completely marginalized him, calling him 
the ‘priest of the poor’. . . saying he was 
against the bishops,’’ the priest said.

Dilemmas and reality 


Michael Schwart’s article ‘‘Cardinal 
Obando shows genuine courage’’ reveals 
the extent to which disturbing extrapola- 
tions can be derived from just one fact. 


Cardinal Obando’s dilemma is the 
dilemma of all of us as we confront the 
reality of a world broken by sin. The 
reality of all social change is that it never 
satisfies the demands of the God of 
revelation. All governments, whether 
they are theocracies, monarchies, 
dictatorships or democracies are flawed, 
since they are run by fragile and 
imperfect human beings. 


There is nothing romantic about the 
revolutionary processes taking place in 


‘the world today. Like the French and 


American revolutions two centuries ago, 
these movements are inspired by a small 
minority of discontents, responding to 
certain ideologies, and more concerned 
with the preservation of their cause than 
with the retention of their eloquently 
proclaimed ideals. 


There is nothing romantic about 
Marxism-Leninism, since it is based on 
the denial of God, original sin and the 
universal need for redemption. The 
Sandinista regime in Nicaragua is 
Marxist and growingly dependent on the 
Soviet Union for its military needs. 


“But on the other hand, I do not see 


anything romantic in Mr. Schwartz’s 
attempt to persuade us about the wisdom 
of continuing to provide economic 
assistance to the Contras. As shocking as 
it may sound to some people, there seems 
to be sound evidence that Third World 
people are beginning to awake to a sense 
of nationalism and_ self-interest that 
operates independently from east and 


‘ west. The revolution in Central America, 


like the Cuban and Vietnamese 
revolutions, has popular support. The 
only way in which we can stop it is by 
direct military intervention, which would 


_lead us along to the same horror as that 


which overtook this nation 20 years ago. 
We dropped more bombs in Indochina 
than in the four years we fought in 
Europe during World War II; but we still 
lost, since we could not understand either 
the history or the culture of Indochina 
and since we felt divinely inspired to 
“‘save’’ Indochina. Laziness and 
narcisism open the door to evil; let us 
pray, reflect and_study very well before 
we decide to sacrifice our already 
disturbed and confused young men in a 


. war that we will never win, except by 


genocide.

Why 
aren’t we listening to it? In a time when 
renewed pressure on children is making 
itself felt, it is an important message. 
We’ re seeing parents who are determined 
that their children will swim at 18 
months, read at four, and be prepared to 
choose a college and lifetime work by 
fifteen. 


THESE PARENTS are so bent on 
turning out a successful product, they dis- 
allow their children an opportunity to be 
children. Let’s listen to our sages who tell 
us they wish they had relaxed instead of 
pressured their children. They have the 
grown product to evaluate, surely the best 
research around. 

Other parents indicate that they would 
be less protective. ‘‘I would let my 
children risk more,’’ one said. ‘‘I was 


always trying to protect them — their. 


physical health and safety, their friend- 
ships, and their fun. Today, they seem so 
cautious. They want to be assured of the 
successful outcome of any new venture 
before they risk trying it.’’ 


“I would make my children take on 
more responsibility for themselves,’’ one 
father said. ‘‘Let them suffer the con- 
sequences of their behavior instead of 
stepping in and rescuing them. Like the 
time one of ours got into minor difficulty 
at school. I should have let him suffer the 
results instead of trying to soften the 
punishment.”’

HE SPEAKS for many older parents 
who rushed their children from teachers, 
coaches, police and other authorities. If 
the kids are forced to deal with con- 
sequences of their misbehavior, they learn 
far more than if they’re constantly 
rescued by parents. 


“‘T would throw away all those books on 
when a child should walk, talk, and be 
toilet-trained,’’ said a sprightly grand- 
mother. ‘‘I was so terrified that my 
children weren’t normal, I put terrific 
pressure on them to develop according to 
the charts.”’ 


She continued, ‘‘I cringe when I think 
how miserable I made them during toilet 
training.’” She turned to the young 
mothers present. ‘‘Ask yourselves. How 
many 21-year-olds are walking around in 
diapers? Don’t worry about it so much.”’ 


I WOULDN’T fight with my children 
so much,”’ said a mother. ‘‘When I think 
of the many nights that we went to bed 
unhappy with one another over their 
clothing or homework, I regret it. I would 
have put up with more and not said as 
many hurting things.’’ 

“If I were rearing my children again, I 
would never, never spank or hit them. I 

-dearly_wish I hadn’t. I don’t understand 
_how I could hit people I loved so much,’’ 
said another parent. 


I suggest that when a parish considers a 
parenting effort, instead of looking 


around for a name speaker or the newest 
guru in child psychology, they look 
around their pews, collect some of their 
grandparents and offer an evening on, 
“What I Would Do If I Were Starting 
My Family All Over Again.’’ It’s likely to 
be the wisest advice around.

Celebrating the meaning 


of the Statue of Liberty 


A Catholic TV critic’s meditation on 
the Statue of Liberty,-which will be the 
focal point of Fourth of July celebrations 
this summer: 


e “Give me your tired, your poor, 
your huddled masses’? — On television, 
people are rarely tired or poor or huddled 
together to ward off cold or fright or 
danger. Occasionally, a special will 
explore the plight of the homeless, but, 
usually, we see the columned homes of 


.. the Ewings and Colbys. 


IF PEOPLE get tired on TV, it’s from 
cheating each other or cheating on each 
other. No one works. Cliff Huxtable 
lounges; detectives. like the Brothers 
Simon seem to put out effort in five- 
minute spurts; businessmen and women 
have endless hours for bar-b-ques and 
sailing in yachts. 

As for poverty, when was the last time 
you watched a regular series about poor 
people? Shows like ‘“‘Sanford and Son”’ or 
‘“*Good Times,’’ which focused on the 
lower economic ‘‘masses,’’ have gone 
into rerun oblivion. In their place have 
come the rich and famous. 


e “Yearning to breathe free’? — 
Freedom is becoming more and more 
associated with violence in the media and 
the Rambo-ism of films will soon spill 
over into more TV shows like ‘‘The 
A-Team.’’ Hulk Hogan, he of the 
massive chest which puffs out even farther 
when near a flag, pummels Iranians and 
Russians to the delight of screaming fans. 
Do people take that enthusiasm into the 
real world when Libyans are bombed and 
do they feel that justice is achieved in 
flattening convents as well as in flattening 
grapplers? 


DID AMERICA nurture freedom in~ 


order to ignore the poor and tired while 
more and more billions are spent on 
arms? If freedom must be protected 
militarily, how much will it suffer when 
the hungry and homeless and sick and 
aged and disabled are pushed aside 
because there is no money left for them? 


America is not great when it whips 
midgets. It is great when it cares for the 
least of its citizens. When it fails to do so 
— through such sins as racism, abortion

pollutes the atmosphere that freedom 
cannot be breathed. 


e “The wretched refuse of your 
teeming shore. Send these, the homeless, 
tempest-tossed to me’? — How does TV 
treat people who aren’t blond, thin and 
perfectly toothed? Does it even show such 
folks? 


FOREIGNERS, ON the tube, are 
usually the enemy. Cliches and stereo- 
types abound. Italians are crooks, French 
women are morally loose, Germans are 
stiff-backed martinets, Hispanics are 
lazy. 


And you can look a long time before 
seeing anyone on television who is from 
Cambodia, Vietnam, Haiti or El 
Salvador, four nations which have sent a 
lot of new Americans to us from their 
teeming shores. 


e “‘T lift my lamp beside the golden 
door’’ — Or is that golden arches? 


THE LATEST TV innovation is the 
15-second commercial so that even more 
ad messages can be beamed at us every 
day. This constant drumming on our 
minds, like a leaky faucet, anesthetizes us 
to any other input. We concentrate only 
on the buy-buy theme and ignore the 
materialism it inspires. 

Do we own enough? Are we pretty 
enough? Will we be accepted in this car or 
that one? 


As you watch the Statue of Liberty 
celebration, I’d like you to keep in mind 
that, as great as television is when it 
brings us something like that, it can also 
work against what the Mother of Exiles 
stands for. Even more so, it can work 
against what Mother Church stands for. 
Don’t let the circus dazzle you so much 
that you can’t focus on reality.

Conference receives 
communications grant

SAN DIEGO — The Catholic 


Communication Campaign has awarded 
a $10,615 grant for the production of a 
slide/sound catechist training module to 
the Southern California Catholic Media 
Conference, of which the San Diego 
diocesan Media Center is part. 


Carondelet Sister Pat Crother, 
diocesan Media Center director, said she 
and the directors of the media centers in 
the Archdiocese of Los Angeles and 
dioceses of San Bernardino and Orange 
are working together on the project. 


THE TRAINING module, titled 
A Training 
Module for Catechist Formation,’’ will 
ensure ongoing media education for 
“‘eliminating the need to 
constantly train’’ catechists on how to use 
media, Sister Crother explained. The 
time diocesan media personnel save by 
not instructing basic training courses will 
free them to devote more time to other 
projects related to media and catechesis. 


Slated to be completed late next year, 
the module will feature ‘‘an introduction 


_ on why media is important to catechesis,”’ 


Sister Crother said. ‘‘Historically media 
has been important in catechesis. The 
church has always used media.”’ 


Sister Crother noted that another 
reason media is important in catechesis is 
because children have become 
accustomed to media and visuals. 
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BESIDE THE slide/audio component, 
the module will also include a leader’s 
guide, to be made available in both 
English and Spanish, she said. 


The difference between hardware and 
software will also be covered in the 
training module, she said, adding that 
software includes filmstrips, slides and 
videotapes, while hardware includes 
equipment such as projectors and video- 
cassette recorders. 


Sister Crother said she has met with the 
three other media center directors to plan 
the module since they received word of 
the grant in March. 


CORAZON COMMUNICATIONS, 
a media ministry of the Sisters of St. 
Francis of Assisi, will produce the 
slide/audio component of the module, she 
said, adding that Sister Bea Waggonner, 
former diocesan Media Center director, 
is working on the project for Corazon 
Communications. 


The reason the Southern California 
Catholic Media Conference decided to 
produce a slide show rather that a video- 
tape is that slides are less expensive to 
produce, Sister Crother explained. If the 
module is a success, however, the group 
might put it on videotape, she said. 


Besides Sister Crother, Sister Gretchen 
Hailer, RHSM, in Los Angeles, Marcia 
Haninger in San Bernardino, and 
Annamaria Nagy in Orange are members 
of the conference.
